Let no one say he is thankfu l for hu rri- 
cares that can blow down and destroy 
what men patiently hav e bu ilt with ardu ­ 
ou s toil. 
Let no one reason in this adv anced 
era of civ ilized thinking and liv ing that 
the cru el pu nishment of these great storms 
can be called good for the sou l of man 
that they tou ghen it. 
What cati be said, thou gh, is that the 
hu rricanes 
which 
beset 
ou r 
Atlantic 
Coast, like the tornadoes that plagu e the 
interior, are a reminder to mankind in 
an era when Science boasts it has the 
power to destroy the earth. 
Natu re has the power to destroy the 
earth, too. Bu t it doesn’t. 
On the infrequ ent occasions when it 
v ents its forces of destru ction, they hu m­ 
ble and make 
insignificant the mist 


grandiose efforts of men. 
The energy in a hu rricane dwarfs the 
energy of one of Science’s atomic disinte­ 
grators. The force of the great wav es 
generated by hu rricane-force winds will 
not be matched by any thing men can 
produ ce. 
The damage done by hu rricanes when 
they happen to hit popu lated places can 
be compared with no other damage ev er 
inflicted on man and his cities. And 
the 
damage they do to natu re ex ceeds ev en 
the most sadistic imaginings of the mad­ 
dest scientists. 
Not a bad thing at all to be reminded 
of this occasionally . 
If natu re’s forces ev er were released 
against man as sav agely as man wields 
his pu ny weapons against natu re and 
other men, that wou ld be the end of 
ev ery thing. 


Somebody Mu st Be Kid d in g 


Years after the U.S. Su preme Cou rt 
ordered 
integration 
of 
tax -su pported 
schools. Sou thern irreconcilables are still 
thu mbing their noses. Yet the U.S. Sen­ 
ate is tied u p in a ’’baby filibu ster” ov er 
the possibility of 
a few months’ delay 
in carry ing ou t the cou rt’s ru ling that 
both

s ou ld be su bstantially equ al in pop­ 
u lation.

Au to In d u stry Pattern 


It is too soon to reach hard-and-fast 
conclu sions abou t the new contracts in 
the au to indu stry . Two of the Big Three 
remain to be signed, and other manu ­ 
factu rers, inclu ding the 
far-flu ng au to 
parts indu stry , mu st work ou t terms to 
fit their v ary ing specifications. 
It is clear that a momentou s new pat­ 
tern has ev olv ed in au to bargaining. How 
far it will carry the indu stry is u nknown. 
Bu t it cannot be dou bted that it is carry ­ 
ing it in a direction u ndreamed of u ntil 
recently . 
The direction cou ld be called ‘‘produ c­ 
tiv ity sharing.” 
It means Chry sler Corp. management 
and, 
presu mably , 
Ford 
and 
General 
Motors management, hav e accepted the 
United Au to Work premise that labor is 
entitled to a su bstantial share of rising 
produ ctiv ity made possible by au tomation. 
This is an ex tension of a once con­ 
trov ersial premise that labor shou ld share 
in rising produ ctiv ity made possible by 
its own efforts. 


THANKS TO au tomation and a su c­ 
cession of good y ears, the au to indu stry 
as a whole has been reaping a bou ntifu l 
harv est of high profits. The UAW, ey eing 
the profits, had giv en adv ance warning it 
wou ld bargain for a higher share than 
ev er before. 
What UAW bargainers got ou t of Chry s­ 
ler was u nprecedented in magnitu de. 
The bargainers ex pect to do comparably 
well all u p and down the line. 
This apparently is going to be done 
with no inflationary impact. Au to prices 
will not go u p, as steel prices hav e gone 
u p in the wane of more generou s labor 
contracts. Neither will they come down, 
which wou ld hav e been the ex pected re­ 
action from improv ed produ ctiv ity in an- 


other era. 
They will remain stabilized. Economists 
believ e this has been the strongest rea­ 
son for the au to indu stry ’s continu ed high 
lev el of sales. Bu y ers are neither ru shing 
in nor holding back. Prices hav e tended 
to stay the same. 
Meanwhile, the produ ct itself has been 
improv ing in design and performance, be­ 
coming more attractiv e and thereby stimu ­ 
lating sales. 


THIS HAS BEEN the fru it of au toma­ 
tion, which has gone fu rther and paid off 
better in the au to indu stry than in any 
other div ision of the semi-du rable goods 
indu stries. 
A pattern apparently is being set 
in 
the au to indu stry . 
Tv ,e pattern calls for labor to lay claim 
to a generou s share of the earnings made 
possible by the progressiv e adoption of 
au tomation in the au to indu stry . 
It calls for stockholders, management 
and the gov ernment to accept the proposi­ 
tion that generou s indu strial contracts 
ar* acceptable and noninflationary as long 
as if they are made possible by sig­ 
nificant increases in produ ctiv ity . 
This idea was incorporated first many 
y ears ago in United Mine Workers con­ 
ta c ts negotiated by John L. Lewis, who 
agreed with coal mining management to 
go along with all-ou t mechanization of 
mining, prov ided mine labor shared in 
the increased profits. 
The resu lt was to make the once lowly 
miner the highest-paid artisan in the 
w^rld. while at the same time driv ing ou t 
of ex istence mines and miners that cou ld 
no: 
meet 
the 
improv ed 
standards 
of 
efficiency . 
Au to indu stry workers are now the 
priv ileged class of manu factu ring. 
Purely Personal

ed. The cou rt merely affirmed what the 
Constitu tion declares — that laws concern­ 
ing establishments of religion shall not be 
tolerated ir this Repu blic. 
In its reapportionment ru ling, the Su ­ 
preme Cou rt again has affirmed what 
Americans alway s thou ght was tru e — 
that they were liv ing in a representativ e 
democracy in 
which one man’s v ote 
meant as mu ch as any other man’s v ote. 
It did not say and did not imply that 
the stru ctu re of gov ernment had to be 
made ov er instanter. 


This 
is 
something 
that 
has 
been 
tacked on to the ru ling by those who 
want to set u p the U.S. Su preme Cou rt 
for another rou nd of target-shooting. 
It is being proposed that the whole bu si­ 
ness be eased into obliv ion by a “ sense 
of Congress” resolu tion that no haste is 
necessary in reapportioning state legis­ 
latu res. This wou ld also be the “sense 
of the cou rt.”

has been qu ietly trou bleshooting 
for President Johnson — effec- 
t i v e l y , too, 
t h o u gh v ir­ 
tu ally 
u nno­ 
ticed ev en by 
many W a s h ­ 
ington i n s i d- 
ers. There is 
nothing 
s h a ­ 
dowy a bou t 
h im 
ex cept, 
perhaps, t h e 
fact that those 
close to the President believ e 
the trou bleshooter is in Mr. 
Johnson’s “ shadow cabinet" as 
the nex t secretary of labor. 
Hie u nobtru siv e trou bleshoot­ 
er. an intimate friend of the 
President’s, is William C. Doh­ 
erty . He 
was 
leader of 
the 
Letter Carriers Union for 21 
y ears — u ntil Mr. Johnson got 
the late John Kennedy to ap­ 
point him ambassador to Ja­ 
maica. This made Doherty the 
first u nion leader to become 
a 
major U.S. diplomat. 
Of cou rse, all conjectu re in 
White Hou se circles is based on 
the belief thaf their chief will be 
elected. And ev en if he is, there 


is the matter of what will hap­ 
pen to the incu mbent Secretary 
of Labor Willard Wirtz, once a 
law partner of and chief speech 
writer for Adlai Stev enson. The 
scu ttlebu t is that Mr. Wirtz will 
ev entu ally go ov er to the State 
Department oi 
to the Depart­ 
ment of Ju stice as attorney 
general. 
THIS WOULD open the way 
for Doherty to take ov er what I 
believ e to be the most v ital 
domestic post in the naion ex ­ 
cept, of cou rse, for the presi­ 
dency . Bu t this lies in the fu tu re 
—and in the hands of the v oters. 
Howev er, there is significence 
in Doherty ’s presence, compara­ 
tiv ely u nnoticed, in the “shadow 
cabinet.” His presence there re­ 
flects Mr. Johnson’s theory of 
ractical politics and his relu ct­ 
ance to play it as a loner. Of 
all the men 
who 
ev er 
led 
labor, Doherty is the best known 
on the Hill. 
He is the u nionist who has 
been closest to the men who 
really control the inner opera­ 
tions of both hou ses. And he 
knows these men, not only as a 
former labor lobby ist, bu t as 
as a close friend. 
There is no time day or night 
when he cannot call on Hu bert 


Hu mphrey or Hou se Speaker 
John McCormack or Hou se Ma­ 
jority Floor Leader Carl Albert 
or many on the Repu blican side. 
Bu t what makes him ex tremely 
v alu able is his relationship with 
su ch Sou therners as Hale Boggs 
of Lou isiana, majority whip of 
the Hou se and the influ ential 
Olin Johnston, v eteran senator 
from Sou th Carolina. 
THIS BLENDING of the twain 
is what Ly ndon Johnson wants. 
Northern labor and Sou thern 
legislators working together is 
his idea of effectiv e White Hou se 
influ ence in the Congress. 
There are few men who cou ld 
effect this for him. 
perhaps 
only one — Bill Doherty , who 
worked 
so closely 
with him 
when he was majority leader of 
the S e n a t e . After becoming 
President Mr. Johnson waited 
bu t a few months before qu iet­ 
ly tu rning Doherty into his trou ­ 
bleshooter on the Hill. 
It happened one 
n i g h t in 
March when Ambassador Doh­ 
erty was at the White Hou se for 
a diplomatic reception. 
T he 
President called him into an 
anteroom and asked him to re­ 
sign the ambassadorship and 
hit the Hill. Doherty did. One of 
his first tasks 
was to lobby 


qu ietly for the politically im­ 
portant bill which raised s..ia- 
ries of gov ernment workers and 
congressmen. 


AT TOE SAME time he me­ 
thodically began lining u p con­ 
gressional v otes for the admini- 
stra*ion’s Economic Opportu nity 
Act — otherwise known as the 
war on pov erty bill. Mr. John­ 
son is known to hav e said it 
might not hav e passed in its 
president form if it were nof for 
Bill Doherty . He also lent a v ery 
helpfu l hand on “medicare.” 
The ex -ambassador took time 
ou t of his labors on the Hill 
to swing into Mary land at Mr. 
Johnson's requ est and attempt 
to break the backlash in working 
class districts du ring the pri­ 
mary fight between Alabama’s 
Gov . Wallace and Mary land’s 
Senator Brewster. 
Thu s Doherty has ru n inter­ 
ference for L y n d on Johnson 
withou t any pu blicity u ntil now. 
There is no dou bt that if Mr. 
Johnson is elected, Doherty will 
be at his side. Obv iou sly Mr. 
Johnson appears less interested 
in hav ing a balanced showpiece 
Cabinet 
than 
in

ent administration continu ed. 
Hence mu ch 
discu ssion 
has 
ensu ed a m on g bu sinessmen 
themselv es as to why there not 
only are “defectors” bu t that 
they seem willing to draw at­ 
tention pu blicly to their prefer­ 
ence. 
All sorts of reasons are ad­ 
v anced in ex planation of the 
phenomenon. 
For 
one 
thing, 
many bu sinessmen who feel that 


the economic situ ation is rosy 
today don’t want to see any 
change which they think cou ld 
“rock the boat.” 
Others believ e that if bu si­ 
nessmen 
of 
prominence 
like 
themselv es line u p with the ad­ 
ministration, 
a 
responsibility 
will be imposed u pon the latter 
to ex ercise restraint on the ex ­ 
cesses in labor-u nion policy . 
If, for instance, a big com­ 
pany is on the v erge of a strike 
of major proportions, it might 
be thou ght betfer for the man­ 
agement 
to 
become 
friendly 
with the administration, rather 
than hostile, so that some gov ­ 
ernmental intercession in their 
behalf can be achiev ed. 


IT’S SUGGESTED, too. that 
with $100 billion to spend ev ery 
y ear, the present administration 
has 
m a n y 
worthwhile con­ 
tracts to hand ou t for defense 
and other pu blic projects in 
which awards are not alway s 
made to the lowest bidder. 
Some members of Congress 
hav e 
protested 
against 
this 
trend, bu t it ex ists nev erthe­ 
less, and the bu sinessman at 
the head of an enterprise with 
a capactiy to do a div ersified 
bu siness isn’t likely to adopt a 
cou rse in politics that cou ld be 
considered u nfriendly to the ad-

ministration in power 
There are. of cou rse, bu siness­ 
men who are lib^als at he a rt- 
more of them than there were 
25 y ears ago. They grew u p 
u nder the New Deal and hav e 
come to accept big gov ernment 
as essential to American eco­ 
nomic ex pansion. 
Then there are other bu siness­ 
men who feel that the emerg­ 
ence of big gov ernment has 
made 
necessary the enlarge­ 
ment ev en of what is known as 
big bu siness. Unfortu na'ely for 
some of these bu sinessmen, the 
Department 
of 
Ju stice 
still 
thinks the antitru st laws can 
be constru ed arbitrarily to giv e 
the gov ernment the right to de­ 
cide not ju st what is a monopoly 
bu t what is “big" or “too big.” 
There is hardly an indu stry 
that hasn’t a few antitru st su its 
pending against its members in 
the cou rts or being prepared 
throu gh the inv estigations of the 
Department of Ju stice. 


CERTAINLY u nder all su ch 
circu mstances, it is considered 
wise by some bu sinessmen to 
play ball as far as possible with 
the incu mbent administration, 
especially if it seems likely to 
coriinu e in office. 
The regu latory au thority of 
the federal gov ernment, more­ 
ov er, is ex tensiv e today . The 
Federal Commu nications Com­ 
mission has the pwore of life or 
death ov er radio and telev ision 
sta'ions. Tariff rates and the 
regu lation of imports are han­ 
dled 
by 
federal 
commissions 
and departments. These matters 
can make qu ite a difference on 
the profit-and-loss 
side of a 
bu siness. 
The 
penetration 
of 
gov ern­ 
ment into bu siness is growing 
and many bu sinessmen want a 
friend at cou rt whenev er they 
can get one. 
Bu sinessmen, as a ru le, pre­ 
fer not to be activ e in politics. 
They hav e, howev er, watched 
the labor-u nion leaders carry on 
campaigns for the Democratic 
candidates, and assu me that this 
pay s off in fav oritism to u nion 
labor. So perhaps it is natu ral 
for some leaders of indu stry to 
conclu de that may be it is time 
they 
fou nd 
a way to make a 
Democratic administration feel 
a bit indebted politically to bu si­ 
nessmen as well. 


ALL THIS can prov e largely 
irrelev ant in the matter of total 
v otes. For the top bu siness ex ­ 
ecu tiv es in America constitu te 
a relaiv ely small percentage of 
the v ote in any state. 
The important 
face 
to be 
borne in mind, 
howev er, is 


t 


that bu siness conditions today 
are good for most bu sinesses, 
thou gh some large and small 
companies are ex periencing set­ 
backs. If and when the arti­ 
ficial bu siness boom comes 
to 
an end in the nex t y ear or two, 
may be the argu ment for change 
in ex isting 
economic policies 
will gain more su pport. This 
may then be reflected in a 
change of political affiliations 
and a retu rn to the Repu blican 
fold of many of the bu sinessmen 
who today are anx iou s to stay 
in the good graces of an *n- 
cu mbent administration.

ing from distant stars. 
As a resu lt, the dome hou sing 
the new 150-inch scope planned 
here may be mou nted on stilts

ished mirror in qu iet air abov e 
the flow of thermals. 
Another “first” in astronomy 
being 
pioneered

Tu cson, 
which probably will hav e appli­ 
cation at the new Chilean cen­ 
ter, is au tomatic operation of a 
telescope by remote control. 
Schedu led to go into operation 
late this y ear, this telescope at 
first will be controlled v ia tele­ 
phone lines from headqu arters 
in Tu cson 30 miles away . Later 
it will be ru n by microwav e 
radio. 
The dome will open and close, 
the telescope will train on dis­ 
tant stars, and what it sees will 
be taped and sent back to head­ 
qu arters for stu dy — all by 
remote control. 
Perfection of this techniqu e 
wou ld mean that Orbiting Astro­ 
nomical Observ atories — OAO 
— to be lau nched in the nex t 
few y ears will not hav e to giv e 
u p space for hu man occu pants. 
Astronomers who now often 
shiv er throu gh winter nights in 
open domes on mile-high mou n­ 
tains tending their hu ge mecha­ 
nical “ey es” wou ld be able to 
work in shirt-sleev e comfort in 
laboratories near their homes.
